A GIRL FOUND BUICHERED

Evidences of a Terrible Struggle by &
Lonely Delaware Highway.

WILMINGTON, DEL, Oct. 20.—William
B. Carswell, whils returning to Wilming-
ton from his home at Elsmere, a suburb of
Wilmington, shortly before noon to-day
discovered the dead body of s white girl,
apparently sbout 16 years old, partly nude
and with s gash across her throat nearly
severing her head from her body.
